We would i)a>«k to them an 
their aincrre weil-wiahera, having no 
other Dbjett titan lo miligate, u far aa 
in tia liea, the perplexing difficultiei in 
which Ihey are enUmgled, and the heavy 
calamilies imprniling over their heads. 

In the lint place, we would lieg of them 
all, — all at lead who are of full age — to 
consider it their iinperinua duly lo attend 
to-morrow'e meeting. They owe thii not 
only lo their own pecuniary intertill, but 
lo that which honourable men value far 
hrynnd money, their own character. 
Whatever may be the iaaue of to-jnormw'i 
proceedingi, unneceaaary abaence will be 
justly auhjecl to folnre reproach. If for- 
lunale, the abarntm will Ire accoaed of 
having lent no helping hand to the In - 
borioua extrication- If unfortunate, they 
will be condemned by their own con- 
aciencea, and ce mured by their mfferiiig 
familira and posterity, for having ne- 
glected the pn»t of duty at so critical a 
moment, when, if preaent, they might 
perchance have been the lucky mainl- 
ine nti of warding or! the cataittopttr.

Thf feat time I mm Campbell he 
■mTcd in tlw robes of the Lord 
of the L'niverxity of Glasgow. It wa* ' 
proud and • gratifying moment fur him. 
He hid been elected tu thai high office in 
opposition to the most distinguished 
geniui of the day— Sir Walter Scan, with 
»II the influrncc the Principal and Pro* 
feeeort could employ again* him, with 
no claim upm in, fur I m one of hi* 
supporters, bat that of talent, with none 
of the advantage, which rank and wealth 
confer upon their pusn mm [ tee him 
Mk Were now taking the onlhs admi- 
nistered to him by the unfriendly Prin- 
cipal — fab pale and animated countenance, 
agitated by ■ variety of contending emo- 
front, of honourable ptide, of gratitude, 
and no rail I degree of diffidence. The 
1M time I aaw him, waa when wt 
went la maw to announce that we 
had elected him to the tame office fur the 
third time- Thit course waa unusual. 
It excitad the ire of not a few of the 
Profetaora, tome of whom protected 
again* the validity of our proceedings; 
and among all our teacher* we could only 
tee one friendly face, that of the venera- 
ble My lor. Campbell wai in waiting lo 
iwairt a* in the home of hi* relative 
Mr. William Gray, utuated on the banki 
of the Clyde, He spoke to us from the 
drawing- mm window, and the no j ft eye 
(the fine* I ever aaw in a human head, 
earepting the elder Kean't), the ouivering 
lip, told nt more than hit mere language 
cod Id convey , " that aooner thould these 
water* ceaae to flow, than hi* heart t» 
baat with feelings of gratitude and ea- 
tecm." That heart baa crated to beat, 
that tongue to utter the word* of imp; ra- 
tion, that bright eve lu beam , but never 
while he dialed did he belie hit wordt to 
the student* of the University of Glasgow.

Thomas Campbell was educated at the 
Ualvertily of Qlaagow, I *re it Hated 
thai he composed " The Pleasure i of 
Hope," the mutt popular of all hit pro- 
ductions, while residing in the Itle of 
Mull, In the capacity of a private tutor. 
Tilt it a mistake. Had the word « com- 
pleted " been used it would have been 
more correct. This poem waa not pub- 
til) he had attained hit twenty- 
hut detached portion! of (lie 
written sin yean before. 
I of hit college contemporaries have 
med me that he publicly read por- 
i of it when a student, and the emile- 
metrt produced at one of these readings is 
well remembered, on hit pronouncing 
that fine linn—

At College he waa a gay fellow — full 
of fun, mischief, practical jokes, and 
witticism. He waa the friend, notwithat and - 
lag, and in tome degree the frattgf, of 
two of the mutt distinguished men ever 
prod need by out University— the laic 
Profeaswr* Millar and Young. The buusr 
waa the first to appreciate and commend 
Us translations from the U reek poets, as the 
former waa the man who first impressed 
him with those fervent feelings in favour 
of civil and religious liberty, which he 
held to his dying day. The tame prin- 
ciples had been i untitled by the tame man 
into the ut ads of Macintosh, Brougham, 
Jeffrey, Horner, Lamb, (now Laid Mel- 
bourne), and Petty, (Marouis o[ Laui- 
ttowne), and many others, since distin- 
guished in the world. 

If Byron it the poet who aatonithes, 
Campbell U the one who delights. If the 
tnt is the moat popular, the other is the 
■asset beloved. Hit ' Pleasures of Hope" 
art i» that hands of every one. Man and 
child are equally hie admirer*. Hit simple, 
unaffected, yet elegant linn, please by 
tbtir melody, as the chaateiiem of his ideas 
enchant by their purity. Ha it in (rath, 
the poet «f love tad hope, and all that it 
ntnat e n d ear ing and cherished in the ima- 
gination of man. The pictures of those 
doenettk scenes and affections with which 
ail ate familiar, which every one has felt, 
come over oar aansas like solemn soothers 
of the troubled water* of existence ; that 
charm the oftener they are contemplated.

But what are such imperfections aa these, 
if they can be called such, lo the whole 
poem t It standi unsurpassed in our lan- 
guage, for beauty or idea, and elegance of 
expreatiun. Throughout I be re is not a 
discordant or forced rhyme, and only in 
one instance dues he infringe the rule laid 
down by the author of the " Klemrnts of 
Criticiem," thai a couplet should always 
riniih an idea. If there is a fault, it it in 
the evident and excessive pains thai hare 
been taken lo render it perfect. 

Next came his " Gertrude of Wyom itig," 
a perfect production, if such an expression 
be allowable lo any human performance. 
It presents fewer mark* of labour than 
" The Pleasures of Hope." Il is more easy 
and natural, but evidently unfinished. 
The scene of the tale is in Pensytvania, 
and the lime too near our own to admit of 
much twetical embellishment. The In- 
dian warrior bringing HeuTy to Albert'* 
dwelling is very beautiful.

charge for freight to the American con- 
sumer, sufficiently high lo pay the expense 
of navigation outward and homeward, and 
enhancing the cost of such goods as much 
at if the American Government had placed 
an additional in port duty on our good* :— 
and on the other hand American cotton 
being Innded with a charge fur freight to 
the manufacturer here sufficiently high to 
pay the expenses of both voyagrs, and en- 
hancing the coil as much as if the Ame- 
rican Government had [diced an eijmrl 
duty, or our Government an additional 
import duty '30 pitch produce, equal to Ihe 
difference. ' And this additional cost waa 
a gain tu do one, being on the one hand 
a mere waste of an empty voyage one 
way to the American, and (he other way 
to the English shipowner. This recipro- 
cal folly lasted till 1819, when we 
entered into a treaty with the Untied 
N lutes, by which each country ceded tu 
the other all the privileges enjoyed by its 
urvn ships. This cannot be said to hate 
been any concession to the principle* of 
free trade, or made with any under- 
standing of its doctrines, but one forced 
by the practical inconvenience and mil- 
chief ariling from a protective policy. 
The best interests uf either country rightly 
understood would have induced il lu have 
abandoned aurh folly without any regard 
to the acta of the other. 

The next great inroad on the Navigation 
Acl arose in IB 23, from retaliatory duties 
imputed in thai year by Prussia, an our 
ships trading to the porta of that country, 
which excited much clamour on the part 
of tuir shipowners. It then liecamp 
obvious that we could mi longer maintain 
tb* Navigation Acl > tliat lo have nego- 
tiated with Prussia alone, as we bad done 
with America, nuuld hair left us the same 
work tu do nt a very early period with 
every other country affected" by that act. 
The clamours raised against the Prussian 
acts of retaliation led the Government, in 
182:), to propose the Reciprocity Acts of 
dlh and 5th George IV., authorising his 
Majesty by order in council to repeal all 
discriminating duties chargeable in 
English purti on the vessel* of such foreign 
countries at were willing lo admit out 
tinga lo enter their porta un like equal 
terms.

(From the Krommut.) 
T nexus are few branchei of British indus- 
hy, or uf British erjlerpriie, more fan- 
poitanl to the general well-being and 
prosperity of the country, than that con- 
nected with our shipping and navigation ; 
whether viewed in relation to the amount 
of labour and capital for which it affords 
employment, or to the facilities which it 
gives for the exert lie of all other hranchrs 
of industry, or to the political importance 
and influence- with which it invest* this 
coantry. Unfortunately, however, not- 
withstanding the fact thai tJhia interest hat 
engaged in an especial manner the ful- 
lering c ars c f the legislature, thrre are 
few that have tu frequently complained 
of extreme depression, or urged mure 
often ihcir claims on the aid of the 
government f™ lime to time. We be- 
lieve, however, that the parties imme- 
diately interested, at well at the legislature, 
have been influenced in the course and 
policy which have been pursued by a 
mistaken notion of the actual facts con- 
nected with the ihirping of this country. 

Among the oldratand fir men prejudices 
connrcted with our commerce it to he 
ranked the favour with which a grueral 
restrictive policy has bee il regarded by 
our tbipowner* — a favour which but 
little consideration will shew il diffi- 
cult to reconcile with any put esti- 
mate of their own interests. It is true, 
that from a very early period great effurti 
were made by the state to secure a mono- 
poly of the carrying trade of thi* country 
tu our owq ships, and the law known un- 
der the name uf the Navigation Act, at 
completed by Ihe litth Charles II. re- 
mained in operation til) IBIS, when, at 
sooner or later mutt be the case with every 
restrictive law- in an increasing community, 
the force uf eirtamttancet compelled a par- 
tial relinquishment of its principles. 

By that law it waa enacted that no pro- 
duce should be imported from Asia, 
Africa, and America, except in Brltith 
ship*, and that any goods imported from 
other part* of Kurope in foreign ships 
ihould pay a higher rate of duty than 
the tame would he chargeable with if im- 
ported in Brit isb ship*. Asking as our 
chief foreign trade was with our own colo- 
nies and dependencies, or as long aa 
foreign countries did not possets an im- 
portant mercantile navy to compete with 
us, that restrictive ivstem might be main- 
tained j but it should have been plain to 
the commonest mind, that *r soon aaw* 
sought to trade with great and powerful 
■Utea, having themselves a large com- 
mercial marina, it would be utterly Im- 
possible, and equally impolitic, to main- 
lain such restriction*. 

Accordingly, toon after the United 
States had established their independence, 
that government, feeling the lot* u, which 
it* tnrrctntilt interests were lubjected, by 
being permitted only to carry cargoes from 



dependenciea, It wuuM, thetefore, be as 
idle fur the cuttun manufacturer! uf Man- 
chester, who have lo compete with all the 
world in ueulrul markets, to besiege St. 
Stephen's with a call for protection, as it 
it for ihe shipowners uf this country to do so. 
Cumpeliliun nilh the whole ship -own ing 
world muat decide the freights ubtaui- 
vblc by the tun-thirds of our shipping 
employed in the neutral trade of the world : 
competition between that portion uf oui 
colonial trade, must ever reduce the freight 
obtainable by the Utter to Ihe tame rate. 
And yet it is fort hit delusive and impiac- 
l ica ble ad vant » gc lh ai ah J pn w nen are f ij u n d 
advocating interest* and principles uf com- 
mercial restriction, which lease n the trade 
of the country — a policy on their part as 
consistent with reason, a* it would he for

3,31 1 ,5116 tuus. In I Bid, the total quan- 
tity of British shipping which I'ieurrd 
outwards on foreign voyages, was 
I,51U,008 tons, n hile in 1 » t.'ii oinouiiteit 
lu 3,i7i,2~0 tons, having more (has 
doubled during ihe twenty -two years. 
These fact- afforded no evidence of a de- 
clining trade, or, on the whole, an unpro- 
fitable one. But what w* think of the 
greatest consequence tu call the attention 
of shipowners to, is the distribution of our 
shipping in ihe trade of the world, appa- 
rent tv so little understood.

It cannot be denied that since 
the passing uf their acta (as well 
as before) the shipping iuleresl of 
tint country has suffered severely 
at interval* from depression and want of 
employment, and that a great reduction 
hat taken place in it* value since that 
jieriod. But that on the w hole thip-huild- 
ing and ship-owning have nol been pro- 
fitable trades, or I lint I he depressions which 
have been e*]ierienced have arisen from 
those act*, aa recently re*u!ved by Ihe 
ship-owners' meeting at Sunderland, we 
utterly deny. It is on the contrary capable 
of proof, in every way hy which such prouf 
can lie indicated, that ship-owning has 
been a profi table trade, and that the result 
of the Reciprocity acl* have been more 
beneficial to thit country then to any 
olher i and that when depreasiuti has been 
experienced by the shipping interest, it has 
arisen entirely from the evil effectj of ihe 
reatrictiona on our general commerce, and 
to the prosperity of which alone our ship- 
owner* can with any reaaonabfeiiess look 
fur support. 

One of the worst consequentet which 
peculiar privileges inflict on any trade is, 
that such trade is neeeaaariJy called ujiun 
to support the protective system enjoyed 
by other occupations, however detrimental 
to itselr. Hence we have fouud that that 
leaning fur protection on the government, 
to which the shipping interest has been so 
long habituated, has led them lo support 
other monopolies and restriction* of all 
kinds, however prejudicial to thcmtclvet; 
— hence we have found ship-owner* among 
the greatest advocates of the exclmiun of 
foreign corn, sugar, coffee, and other pro- 
duce, the increased intniductiou of which 
could only tend lo increase the demand 
for, and the use or their thija. And 
another evil coiuequence has been, 
that relying on legislative protection 
against foreign competitors, attention hu 
not been sufficiently directed to the real 
disadvantages under which uur thip buil- 
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thus showing, thai even in those days, so 
little were men aware of the actual fails 
connected with uur shipping, nearly 
hi per cent, of all our foreign trade 
was carried on with countries over which 
we could exercise no control, and only 4H 
percent, nithourow il] uisseaaion ■ th rou gh - 
out the whole world. 

Irrt lit now examine how this compari- 
son standt in is 12 afler twenty -two 
years' experience of the Reciprocity Acts, 
which ship-owners say sacrificed them to 
foreign competition.

dearer materials and dearer labour. If 
ship owners would exercise ordinary saga- 
city, they would tee that, circumstanced at 
they now are, no acl uf restriction which 
it it in the power of the law lu impose 
could benefit them, but un the contrary 
would ouly be productive uf mischief ; and 
that the ouly possibility of peimanen! im- 
provement, mutt be looked fur by pur- 
tning a liberal free -trade policy, to 
at tu increase the extent of our in- 
tercourse. At the present moment, 
not only do Ihe British ship-owners 
compete with foreign ships in the 
home trade, over which our taw could 
rarrcise some mi) uetr.ee lo protect them, 
but startling as it will appear to most, they 
folluwlhe** foreign thip* into Ihe neutral 
markelsoftheworld.andsucceatrullycom- 
pele wilh them there. To hear the ad- 
vocates of protection dilating un the 
advantages aj restricting foreign shipping, 
one would fancy that the great bulk of 
our ahip* were employed in the home and 
colonial trade, whereat nearly twa-thitus 
of Ihe Britith ahip* which leave our port* 
are engaged in a foreign neutral trade be- 
yond atiy power of our Uw to protect, 
while little more than one -third are en- 
gaged in the trade of oar colonic* and

which show s that now we are dependant 
on a trade carried on with foreign neutral 
countries for th* employment of about A3 
percent, or all our shipping and sailors, 
chile our own puueiuiolia, much aa they 
have incrtiuted, afford employment for 
only 37 per cent, of our shipping and 
tailors. 

The increase since I e>2() in the ship- 
ping to our own poiaesaiuns thruughoul 
the world, which alone we have attempted 
to control and regulate, hat been 301,] 15 
lone, or 67 per cent., while the increase la 
roreign countries, over which we Can ex- 
eicise nu control, under the greater free- 
dom of the acts of 1823, to much com- 
plained of, has been I,321,fl47 tons, or 
164 per cent. 

Wilh fhese facts before in, it is notdiffi- 
rull to estimate how great is the advantage 
which has been reaped by the shipowners 
uf this country hy the free-trade policy of 
Mr. Huakistou. We ask them tu cunnider 
what would now hive been their positiun 
bad the Navigation Act been roiitinued in 
force, and Iheir trade, by a series of reta- 
liatory mraaurei. had been chiefly confined 
to Hntith possessions ; and we ask them 
again to reflect that nu government regula- 
tion can in any way avail them when to 
large aportiunorihrirdepeiidenceiioiitlie 
trade uf foreign countries. It is with ihe 
whole and entire expansion of our trade 
with Ihe world that Iheir interests are in- 
separably bound. It in to ihe removal of 
nil restrictions lo which they as ship- 
builders, and hy which our commerce, ate 
at present fettered, that they must look fur 
permanent and lasting relief, and not lo the 
delusive and miserable policy of restriction 
and legislative interference. Ite-enact your 
fondly-remembered Navigation Lawt to- 
morrow, and in Less than a month two- 
Ihirdi of yout prrxrn! trade is placed in 
hazard, if not immediate suspension . on 
the cupttary, press forward for a full ap- 
piicaliun of free and unrestricted trade, 
and yon will eminently share in Ihe gene- 
ral advantages which could not fail to arise 
from inch policy. 

livery approach to ihat principle has 
proved already specially advantageous lu 
the sluppiug interest. In 1820, with a 
high protective duly on woul, the quan- 
tity consumed from which freight wasce- 
ri red, was 7 ,8° 1 ,000 lbs. ; Hr. Huskisson 
removed that duly, and in the year ending 
January, 1612, it Was 53^110,000 lbs. 
an increase uf more thau six liuies, In 
l»20, a high protective almost prohibitory 
duly, evitted on foreign coffee. Theijiian- 
tity then consumed in ihit country was 
7,100,000 lbs, Mr. Muikisson, alio after 
him other governments, have from lime lu 
time reduced that protection, and the 
quantity of coffee consumed in 1812 in- 
creased to 2«,5 $0,000 lb*., or four nines.

More learnedly 1 when Mat/a meant a 
cockroach, nul a house-fly, The rditomf 
a similar tviuk tells his readers ihal, '-' ihe 
clu-lah it an animal brlween a liyer and a 
leo|iard," 'liie fact is, it is no hybrid, 
but a separate species. Under the head 
of " Hall,'' the editor nr the EtHgtaprrJia 
Um0mmit nays, " Italia of tilk-woruit 
and spider* are little cases of silk wheiein 
those insects degmiil their egga," Thit il 
the first time thai we have heard of silk- 
worms' eggs being deposited in balls uf 
silk. The chrysalis it enveloped in n 
silky coroon [ but the eggs have no inch 
covering. Hnniner, one of the editors of 
Nriiixsprarc, siyi "the sparrow -hawk ij the 
female of the tnusket-hawk." So, lhen.it 
folium that sparrow -hawks are all females. 
Absurd as ihia is, il is repealed in Dr. 
Johnson's Dictionary, lu which learned 
iiorlt a weasel is defined as " a liillr 
nnimal that eats corn, ' We should be 
ralhi-r surprised tu see a « easel eating 
com. The author of the pleasant liouk 
called Pbi!am>}ihif in Sjturti terms limpets 
»ta-ig*iffl», Strange insects they would 
be indeed- they lielung lo a totally 
different class. Then as 1o tra -insects, 
altliiitigh the sea -a bounds with minille 
crenliiren, it is well know-u to naluralista 
ihat no insects, pri!|ierly ho Termed, nre 
found ill marine watrrn. A jmjiular 
acientific mngaxiue now liefore us contains 
the following' "A student in natural 
history informs us that this year (I BIT) it 
singular for the want uf hriHtancy in the 
colour of hiilit-rflies ; also for the weakness 
of the gnats thai feed on reedc. and 
inhabit pundit on which willow* grow, 
anil the length of the proboscis of 
(hose whirli arc fniiiid near marshes. He 
inoiiire^ whether these facts have attracted 
1he attention uf other nniuralists.'' Cer- 
tainly not; for the colours of butlerfliej, 
and the length of a gttat't pr obosc i s, are 
nut regulated by tlir weather. This gen- 
tleatao't gnats ihat " feed uti reeds " can* 
nut. we think, lie much mure plentiful 
than Johnson's weasel that eala com, 
Nature i* full of wonder*, and much mure 
su when the is seen in book*. The rais- 
atalementii lli.it are so ciirnuiou in chil- 
dren's hmiks are more especially lo be 
regretted, fur it is very dUBculL to eradi- 
cate early-sown error, lu Mrs, ^igotir- 
nry't Enmjt fur ChHdm,\\\r ijuecn bee 
it deterilied as "ruling and governing" 
Ihe hive : each thread of a tpider as com- 
puted of finer threads '' twitted together ; ' 
ants arr suited lo " shuw a prudeut 
cire for the future by storing up grains 
of corn." Now, however popular may 
be the notion that the queen- bee rules 
iiud governs the hive, il t* perfectly de- 
void of truth : for althuugh beet will not 
WOftf without a female bee in the hive, 
yet she is father a prisoner tu be ruled, 
than a qjueeii permitted to rule, The 
ijueen-liee it merely the individual ap- 
pointed in her particular coinniuriily la 
lie the mother uf the new generation.

manufacture iSOOlbi, daily. They em- 
ploy in Ihe variout branches of their 
operation 100 hands regularly ; they tise 
380 tons of wire, and between jOOO and 
3000 reams of paper per annum ; their 
pins sell upon the ateiage al SS teats, 
per lb., making the annual value of tbeii 
sales, when their additional workt are in 
full operation, al leant 250,000 dollar*.

Their system of rentilation conxitts in 
making openings at certain distant**, ovh 
which they place wheels turned by 
men. Hut tbrsc wheels, though inces- 
santly in motion, introduce very litlle ait 
into the mines. Tha mattock, pick-axe, 
and hammer, are the mining instruments, 
A furrow is traced with the pick-axe, the 
rnattuck is inserted and driven in wilh Ihe 
hammer ; and, in this manner, lumps of 
coal are detached weighing from sixty to 
eighty pound*.
